We forget who it was who first spoke 
these wordsj but it doesn't make any dif- 
ference. It's true no matter who said it 
In evidence, we'^d like to tell you of what 
transpired on a small Pacilic island during 
the spring of 1944. American troops had 
landed, and, pushing towards the interior 
of the ialend, had run into a Jap ambush. 
Forced into retreat, they took their wound- 
ed with them as they headed for their 
invasion barges, But they were slowed 
down by the litters they were carrying, 
and the Japs were in pursuit.
